Taft at Dinner

THERAPUTIC SOCIETY FEASTS

Yorker Dcclnrci Thonc Who
Have Arraigned Chief Executive
Mont Severely Knew Him Best In
Younger Day Dr AVI ley ns Toniit-
mnfitcr Keeps Diners In Laughter

That President Taft wai tho most pop-

ular man of his class at Yale but that
his severest critics have been those who
knew him Let In his younger days was
asserted by Dr Reynold E Wlllcox of
New York who graduated with tho Chief
Executive In 7S at a dinner of the
Theraputlc Society last night at the
Raleigh

The banquet wan attended by fifty
physicians who are attending the elev-
enth annual convention of the society
Two sessions devoted to medical discus-
sions and a luncheon by Dr Harvey
Wiley Chief of the Bureau of Chemistry
wore features of tho day

Dr Wlllcox came out vigorously In an
arraignment of those who have passed
Judgment adversely against Mr Taft He
declared the critics including the press
had forgotten the President obtained his
office without seeking It anti that those
who have presumed to rap him know
nothing of the inside workings of the
highest office in the land

Popular at Yale
Some of President Tafts most costly

critics are those who knew him
the old Mays said Dr Wlllcox And
yet Taft was popular oven when he was
a freshman at Yale When he was K

sophomore he was more popular and in
his junior year still more so but when
he was In the senior class ho was tho
most popular man at Yale

Some seem to have forgotten that Mr
Taft did not seek his office He took it
when the occasion arose he be-

lieved it was his duty and he has tried
to bring the judicial mind to solve these
great questions that have arisen

If I could violate confidences I could tell
you of many things that have boon repre-
sented very differently In the public press
Wrong notions have gone abroad but by
the time he ha s been in the chair three
more years the country will be reedy to
receive him again

Dr Wiley wa toastmaster and he kept

the dhierg In a Continual uproar of
introducing each speaker with witty

little speeches Dr Noble P Darnw of
Washington one of the committee repre-
senting the socjety at the last inter-
national medical convention at Buda-
pest gave a laughable description of the
gay life in that city

Dr James Wilson and Dr Oliver T
Otborne made apj rpj rlat addresses Dr
T H Garrisfi of Bostonr givo a brief
description of the work the Therapuatic
Society has done during tho past year for
science

Eighteen papers most of them deeply
technical held the full attendance at the
morning and afternoon sessions Vice
President Morris called the convention to
order at 930 oclock Introducing Dr
Louis Kollplnskl of Washington as the
first speaker of tho day

Dr Kollplnski gave a bright prophecy-
of the future use of calculm cresoto a
combination of formaldehyde and ammonia
solutions in local treatments Ho gave
a learned description of the effects of
treatments to the ear with the mixture

Hexamethylenamlne a drug of com-
paratively recent discovery and its use
was discussed by Dr M Barton
of Washington Skin inunction as a
therapeutic measure was described by
Dr Lawrence L Flick of Philadelphia

Dm J C Da Costa Jr of Philadel
phia F E Stewart of Germantown
and Noble P Barnes of Washington
each read papers concerning the use of
various autogenous vaccines or hector
ins as disease preventives and cura-
tives

Each of the physicians was enthusias-
tic over the recent improvements In the
fluid used for vaccination to prevent
smallpox The treatment of bacterlnos
or dead germs to form intltoxlns or
Injections to give the system resistance
against disease germs was discussed at
length

President Wilson took tho chair in the
afternoon The physicians reed
technical papers were Dr Jesse Shoup
of Washington Dr A Ernest Gallant of
New York Dr Carl Bock of New York
Dr Robert T Morris of New York Dr
J Madison Taylor of Philadelphia Dr

Tom A Williams of Washington Dr
Harvey W Wiley of Washington and
Dr L F Kebler of Washington

bad had no opportunity to know what
selection of records was made by

Balllnfer and his associates end
presented to President Taft in answer to
the G lavis charges

That question implies an insult be-

gan Secretary Ballinger It implies that
we made a selection to meet our con-

venience and omitted that which was not
favorable when as a matter of feet
everything was submitted

Directed to
The committee heard Secretary Ballin

gers appeal In silence and then Chair
man Nelson directed him to answer the
question This came after a heated con-
troversy over the propriety of questions
asked by the attorney for the prosecu-
tion in the course of which Representa-
tive Madison suggested to Secretary Bal
linger that frankness In answering ques-
tions tho answers to which were obvious
would greatly expedite the Inquiry In
line with this suggestion Mr Ballinger
answered the question in the affirmative

Early in the crossexamination Mr
Brandeis skated on thin tee by charging
that President Taft had not had suffi-

cient time to consider carefully the volu-
minous record In connection with the
GIavis charges in tho week that elapsed
between the day Secretary Ballinger took
the record to Beverly and the day the
President gave out Iris letter exonerating
Mr Ballinger and condemning Glavls
By persistent questioning Mr Brandeis
developed tho fact that the President had
been unusually busy that week playing
golf attending athletk contests and pre-

paring an address which he was to de-

liver in Boston on September 14 and
while he did not come out with a direct
charge that the President had pronounced
a verdict on the Glavls charges without
adequate consideration of tho evidence
the implication was obvious

Wrangle Li Precipitated
Mr Brandeis asked Secretary Ballinger

why ho went to Beverly on September 5
to see President Taft and take to him
the documents and records in connection
with the Glavls charges Mr Balllngor
replied that ho had had an invitation from
the President and when Mr Brandois
asked him to cite the invltjitlon the Soc
rotary was unable to point out a specific
Invitation and said that he had gone to
Beverly because he wanted to

Then said Mr Brandeis why didnt
you say that when you were first asked
why you went to Beverly Instead of say-
ing that you went at the Presidents
invitation

Before Mr Balllngor could reply Rep-
resentative Denby Interposed an objection
and precipitated a wrangle in which nil
the members of the committee and At-
torney Vcrtrees took a hand Things
looked squally for a few minutes but In
tho end Mr Denby withdrew his
